Rto jANBnto, Jan. 80.— Yesterday was 
BM of the most exciting dnya that Bio 
Janeiro hat ezperienoed sbioe thooom' 
rnencpment of hostilitieB betwfpn the in- 
BorgentB and the Brazilian govemment. 

The United Btatw naval fleet etationed 
inCUaliarborliai tunialied tbe azcito- 
nMnt. 

1*roTokfla boyond the endurance' ni 

patioiico by ihf <'<)ntimml4;ai('lt!8aaeaiof 
the gnnuezs aboard the 'rebel warship 
Aqnidahan, and tired \iy the indifference 
shown on the part of the revolutionary 
admiral to all his protests that Americ an 
reawla entering and leaTing the harbor 
wore not aff< inlc'cl projif^r protBOtlon hy 
the rebel tieet, Admirnl lU iiham made a 
domonstration with the Amcricar war 
Tceeels under hia command, which has 
tanglit a mnch needed lesson to the bel- 
Igma t a on both siilw, antl which will 
undoubtedly have the effect hereafter of 
Mcnring proper reoofcnition of the ilghta 
of all vcBsols canning the American flaj;. 

In the events of the day the foreign 
eokmy was particularly interested, and 
the action of Admbral Benham will 
probably furnish a precedent by which 
fln> commanders of the other furoigii ves- 
sels hi this port will be guided in the 
future. 

The cause of all the trouble was the 
treatment to which tlirM American 
barlu were snbjeotsd lart Satnrdaj by an 
IndiscriininaU' fusillade from the iusur- 
fsnt warsbipa. 

The Ameriosn Teasels were the bark 
Amy, Ciiptain Block ford, built it Bath, 
Me,, hi 188a, and owned by W. S. Wil- 
aon; the bark Qoodnews, Captain My- 
riok, built in Baltimore in 1889, and 
owned by C. Morion Stewart A Com- 
pany, and the bark Julia Rollins, Cat' 
tain Kiebne, built in Baltimore in 18> ., 
and owned by Thornton BolUna of that 
city. 

The Amy aailed from Baltimore on 
Dee. 9, and arrived here last Friday. 

The Goodnews arrived in Rio harbor on 
Jan. 8, from Bahia. The Julia RolUns 
arriTed here on Jan. 88, from Baltimore, 
which port she left on Dec. 4. 

On Saturday last, while lying at 
Mielior, all three vessels were endangered 
by the chauoe Bhote fired by the insur- 
gents. These whistled through the rig- 
ging and pa*"*®*! the men at work upon 
thedecka. Many of the crewa of the 
throe reMela narrowly asoapad being 
■hot. 

After miffering a great dealof annoy- 
aaoa and running great risks In the hope 
that the insurgents would realiae the 
fcriilj of their action and put a Ktop to 
lliaa racklesB filing, the three captaiiiB 
hdd a hurried conferenoe and deter- 
mined to ai^^ tat protection to the 
United States waiahipa and to request 
that the barka bagivan an eaoort to the 
wharvcw. , , 

Captains Klehne, Myrick and Black- 
ford put off in small boats at great dan- 
MT lo tbemmlves, and pulled up to 
wheie ttia flagahip Hew York was sta- 
tioned and asked that they be aUowed a 
conference with Admiral Benham. Upon 
stating the object of iheir visit their re- 
queat wan grantod und they went aboard 
the New York. Admiral Benham lis- 
tened attentively to their story and ap- 
peared to take the greatest {n*?^™ 
and when the captahss had flmahed with 
their statementa he promised that h« 
would do overytliing in his power to af- 
ford them the fullest protecMon. 

He said, however, that before making 
any display of force on the pert of his 
fleet, or giving the oaptaina the eaoort 
which they requested, he thou|^t it only 

3bt to fiiBt notify the Uisurgent admi- 
.Saladanha da "Oania, of the captains' 
emplalnts. Perhaiw, he said, as a re- 
salt of hie nottflcation. Da Oama would 



promptly order his gunners to stop en- 
dangering the American ships, and this 
would terminate all further cause for 
complaint. 

Accordingly Admiral Benham sent 
one of his ofltoera to the Aquidaban with 
orders to acquaint Admiral Da Gama 
^ih th^ fSets tai theoaaa and to ask him 
to have an end pot tote faeMaw gon- 
ning. 

Da (4ania wii.s apparently in a very 
bad humor when the American officer 
arrived aboard the Aquidaban. and with 
maay ezolamationa of impatience, he 
Uatned to the redtal of fbe American 
captains' grievances. The insurgent 
i&iiral was evidently still annoyed ')ver 
'ho unsatisfactory coi.ferfTK'es which he 
id held with Admiral Benham ant* 
wai indispoBed to do anything which 
would prove pleasing to the commander 
of the United States fleet. 

When the American oflScer had fin- 
ished making his statement Da Oama, 
with a shrug'of his shoulders, said in a 
vi'ry sharji tone: 

"It is not my fault. The American 
ship captains should know enough to 
keep themselves and their crews out of 
tlie range of our gnas. I shall not take 
any notice of this matter." 

This ( ort i ' ■^P' use to his nicRsage 
aroused the ire ot Aiimiriil Benham. and 
he determined to make such a showing 
that it would produce a lasting effect 
upon the insurgents. He allowed Sun- 
day to pass quietly and without any ap- 
pearance that he intended to take any 
further notice of the affair. 

Early yetsterdny iiiorninp;, howrver, 
the greatest a( t ivi!y jnr vailed on V«ianl 
the fleet. Shortly after dayl>reak the 
decks of the flagship New York, of the 
Newark, San Francisco. Detroit and 
other United States war vessels here, 
were cleared for action asA iMt >an- 
chors were raised. 

Admiral Benham then sent word to 
the captains of the Goodnews, Julia 
Bollins and Amy that he was prepared 
to keep his promise to ttiem. and that as 
soon as they were rea<ly to proceed, he 
would escort tlieiii to f ae \vli;nvi's. 

At tliis niottK tit Cqitaiiis Ki 'hne of 
the .Julia koll ii . i 1 IMyrick of thr 
Goodnews w«?ukened. und, despite their 
vigorous protestations and urgent de- 
mands of Saturday, they returned that 
they did not care to embitter the insur 
t;ent nduiiral by putting th. inselveM un 
der the escort uf th'' ('nitcd Stiites naviil 
fleet. CH;)t!iiii lil.'ickfnrd df the Amy. 
however, showed huuself made of sterner 
sInS, and aonoonced that ha itotU get 
ready at moe and accept the piotection 
whidi Admiral Bwiham had offered 
him. 

Accordingly the Amy took her posi- 
tiim in tli;^ yiiikn of the United States 
war vessels and the formidable proces- 
sion started on its way up Rio harbor. 

The news that somethinii important 
was taking place aboard the American 
wavshijw rapidly spread lH)th on shore 
und ab<inrd the shijw of all the foreign 
tlef ts represented at this port. 

The streets at Rio fronting the bay 
were crowded with people and every ves- 
sel in the harbor presented an animated 
scene as its crew roshed upon deck and 
the men settled themselves to witness 
■what followed. 

The Detroit took the li iwling part in 
the procession. The fleet, as it ap- 
proached nearer to Rio, came quite <;lose 
to the nhore, causing intspse ndtement 
among both the adidien and dviUanson 
land and the aailoxa on the vaviooa ves- 
sels. 

The Amy proceeded on her way to the 
wharf and was safely moored there. Not 
until her captain had reported that he 
was folly satiaflad did Ua powerful 
escort leave him. 

Throughout the whole affair not a 
smgle shot was fired, but the aoeS* waa 
quite aa inptearive aa If tida had been 
done. 

After panring along Rio's water front 
the fleet returned out into the bay and 
anchored in nearly the same position as 

it had occupied pre\'i(jus to the demon- 
stration. Tfat} affair is the sole absorb- 
ing topic of oonvonattoB afloat and 
ashore. 

The policy of noninterference' h<.> stead 
fastly punmed by Commander Henry £. 
Picking haa been abaolutdy ranrtnad by 

this action of Admiral Benham. 

Full protection will be given from 
this time on to all American vessels as 
Minister Thompson has all along re- 
qusated. 

It is believed here that the minister's 
repeateded messagea to Waahington in 

behalf nf American ship own. rs have at 
last had liie (iesired effect with the pres- 
ent administration, and that .\(huiral 
Benbam's action of yesterday is the re- 
sult of ordm wUob ha haa saosntly r»- 
ceived. 

There can be no doubting the good 
that has been done to Amerioui ahliving 
in Brazilian ports by the demonstration 
in Rio yeetflfday. It haa taught both 
iri <^— in the preeent struggle in Braril a 
IsssoB, and limy needed the lesson badly, 
that, however indiscriminately they 
may bombard each other's property, the 
^ted States intends reaolntelv to d»- 
ftadtherigfata of everv veasel which 
sails baneaUt the protectioB of the stare 
and stripes. 

The American shin oaptalM' onn- 
ulaints are 'mly repetiiaBB Of what has 
been going on since h ostiH t is a first oom- 
menced here. Captaina of all other fivr- 
eiga thipa have had the same ezpexi- 
enoes in visiting Rio while the tnaorgepta 
and Peiioto'Lj army have ban pappaitDf 
each othex. with shot and aball. 



CompIainljB in great nunilH'rhave been 
made to the home governments by 
foreign merchants and sliip captaiiis anil 
the conunendable ix'rformance of duty 
by .\dnnral Henha.n in affording safi ly 
to the owners of Ain<Tican crafts will 
doubtless result in similar oolers being 
issued for like action on the jiart of the 
commanders of other foreign ships at 
this port.

RAILRO AD STAT lSTICa 

Preliminary Beport of the fneomea aa< 

Kxpenilltore* For the Pttxt Ymr. 
Washinoton, Jan 80. — A preliminary 
report of the incoinr« and ezpendittiros 
of railways in the United States for the 
year ending June 80, 1898, haa just been 
published by the interatato commerce 
ooramtssion. It is pot out in advance of 
the regular statistical report ot the com- 
mission to meet the demand of too pub- 
lic for early Information in regard to the 
operations of railways and, in view of 
the presi nt condition of the railway in- 
dustry in the oonntiy, the fisnrea it con- 
tains are exceedingly interesting. 

The report iacludiBS the returns from 
470 operating companies, whose reports 
were fixed on or before Deo. 1, THVS, and 
covers the oiierations of 14S,800.58 miles 
of line, or 87 pt>r cent of the total ojier 
atc'd mileage in the United States for 
that peri<Kl. The gross earnings were 
<;i.OH.-...,s,-,,-jKi. of which <itfiaa,K(K').r)iis 
were from pa<« 'ir.<er service, $7J3y,2 ID, 
365 from freiglit service and taB,«:iU,»7N 
were other earnings from operations, 
covering reoeipts from t»legraph, use of 
cars, switching diarges, rents, etc. 

The operating expenses were |78.'),'CJ7, 
582, or 67.74 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings, leaving net earnings of $:i.'>0.',.'o7,- 
74!l, which is about 8.50 per cent on the 
capitalization of the romls reporting. 
Re<luced to a mileage basis, tue gross 
earnings were #7,4 1:< per mile of line, 
oj)erating exjieiwcs were iJi5,OI2, and net 
earnings |;'J,401. 

A coinpaiison of these ilenin M'ith the 
comiilete returns for tlie previous y. ar 
sIkjws an incn-.u^e in groNS eaniiiigs of 
^;'2;tO per mile of line, and in opt ratnig 
exjiens,*! of resulting in a ilecreiuse 

in net earnings of fii per mile. It is 
jirobable that tht'se avcragea may be 
slightly decreased when the full returns 
for lK\iH are included, since a large pro- 
jiortion of the roads whose roiK>rt« were 
not filed ?«fore this tabulation was 
closed are the amallar and less importent 

lines. 

The numlxT of passengers carried one 
mile were 'a,H3.'»,HT3,:<14, Ining VT,\)-4H 
p<'r iiiilf uf hill'. The numln'r of tons 
carried were M,i»!(7,ot.'t,«I4, or !5H2,Hfta 
per inile of line. The increase in density 
of trathc diK« not ditFcr in any marked 
degree from that of previous years 
which shows that there is a constant 
and, to a certain estcnt, a uniform ex- 
pansion of business from year to year. 

A new feature in this report is the 
compilation of comparative data for the 
same roads for the years lHi)2 and 1H93, 
covering tlu iteius of net earnings and 
dividends. This shows an increaso over 
18U2 in the net eaniingb of these roails of 
|y, 774, 9.59, ai-d an increase in dividends 
11,968,718. The amount carried to sur- 
plus account after a reduction of all 
fixed charges and dividends was |10,U48,- 
405. 

Tliese figures do not Justify the asser- 
tion that tlie ^3 months ending June 80, 
1803, brought disaster to railways, and 
the conclu-sion, therefore, that must ob- 
tain ia that up that date the railways had 
not begun to feel, to any great extent, 
the commercial and industrial depression 
which, in tho latter part of the year 18(t3, 
resulted in placing many roads and other 
propntiea in the hands of receivers. 

Besides a brief discussion of the 
facts above referred to, the report con- 
tains a table showing the expenditures, 
passenger and ton miltago for each of the 
individual roads cover('<rby the report.

MURDER AND S UICIDE. 
Twa Daathi Follow the Aete of a Bejected

house of Frank Bloom, where Mlaa Kless 
boarded.

Drawing a revolver Sharp forced his 
w^ part Mra. Bloom and ran npstain 
to Miss Klesa' room. As she met him at 

the door he fired, the bullet paning 
through the girl's body. Tmnmg the 
weapon upon himself. Sharp sent a bul- 
let into hia own brain, dying inatantly. 
The wounded girl will die.

brought by thi> steamer Belgir from 
China announce the complete annibila- 
latioii by ;ui eartlKjuake of the town of 
Kutschan, Persia. Twelve thousand 
jM rsoiis were killed in the awful disaster. 
Ten thousand bodies had been recovered 
to date. 

The once imy>ortant and beautifnl city 
of 'Jo.iHMl ix><)ple is now only a scene of 
deatli. ile-jol.itioii and terru'. 

Fifty tliousaiid cattle wtre destroyed 
at the s niie time. 

The district is in the western section 
of the valley, stretching 1h f.vecn Hazar 
Mazjid and Ala Diigh mountain raii'.'es. 
from Meshhed to Phirvan. The valley 
communicates by a pass with the front- 
ier of the Rnssian trans-Caspian terri- 
tory. It is an exceetiingly fertile valley, 
watere<l by the upjier Atrek river, and 
thickly dotted with little cities and 
towns. The slojies and hills afford ex- 
cellent pasturage for cattle and s!i"<'p. 
the bree<iing of which form an iniiwrt- 
ant part in t)ie industries of the people 
in that section. 

(hi the hills and mountains, the herds 
are chiefly watehed by the Zafaianhi 
Kurds, warlike trilies, who, while tend- 
ing their tiocks. also used to guard their 
secluded homea against the fi'>rc" Akhal 
Tekke Turkomans. But these maraud- 
ers were subdued by the Rustiians sev- 
eral years ago, and the valley has b*jen 
undisturbed until the heavy hand of 
providence laid low Ua beantunl dty. 

This country has a peculiar fascina- 
tion, owing to the fact that very little 
was known of it until quite recent years. 
In the years between 1874 and VHAi. 
Messm. Baker, Gill, CDooovan and 
Sullivan made extensive explorstkmB

In the ufturmioii a mob watt n-ixirted to 
be gatlioring about the Kidgoway mineH, 
and latf) in the oveniug an (utsanlt was 
feared at the lieud and Cherry mines, 
McDonald. While there were g<>od 
grounds for the rmnorH. in every in- 
■tauce, the promjit appeaiince of the olli- 
oers of the law had the de«ire<l effect. 

The strikers would (juickly disiK-rse 
without having committed any wriouH 
lireach of the peace. Sheriflf Kiciiards Ix-- 
lievee that the worpt is over, and, while 
he does not tear further trouble, ho will 
keep his deputies in the district for sev- 
eral days. The operators and railroad 
men, however, who hare had long ac- 
qnaintanoe« with the ndlMn, do not 
snare tliis confidenoe. 

As significant of this the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis com- 
pax^ has had two section hands watch- 
Ug the Cherry tipple since Saturday. 
iSey expect that it will be burned and 
thattbtMltac timbers may bkxdi tlie 
track, threatod&g oartain tmok toaome 
train. 

An agent of several of the operators 
in this section, who baa been circulating 
among the miners daring the past 48 
boon in tha role of a digger from the 
liottongahela diatrict, reparts that even 
Ifthereii not^M»,«sl«kUd Mtbreak, 
thflMwilllwsportaie MUtam that will 
jnobablr spit «d over all the diatricts 
where the di at iea a ia greateat, ao long as 
the condition of fhi witiiwi lUlMllii an at 
present. 

He baaes this statement on what he 
has learned in actual iiersonal interconxae 
with the men and having been a miner 
himself, is likely to nnderstand their po- 
sition. So long as the market is such 
that oi)i'rnt()r« are obliged to keep put- 
ting the screwH on the miners in the mat- 
ter of cuttiof^ wages, with alac'k and ir- 
regular worlv even at the reduced rates, 
.iust HO long will there be oiithreaks of 
violence. bccaiiSH the men are so desti- 
tute ii8 t<i \)v driven to titter desjH'raticjii. 

lie say.s it is nimply tlii' outbreaking in 
^p)t8 of the protests; of desperate men 
who find th<'Inselve^i driven tO Hm Wall 
in the struggle for existi iice. 

Very serious rejHirtw of troulile were 
brought from .Mi honald bust niglif \>y 
Mr. .McC'ue, owner of the Cherry iniuea 
at Hays rtlalion. He states that ( urly iu 
tiie morning notices were iH^t^-d in the 
blacksmith nhop notifying the l;i5 
miners, wlio were working at the 05 cent 
rate, that they would have to vacate at 
once or the tipi)le Avoiild be bxinied. 

Frightened over the notice, the men 
prepure<l tti ol)ey. As tlu^y left the 
mine, Thoman McMahon, a stable boss 
for tiie mining (omiiany. heard twojshots 
and at the same tinu- ImlletH whistled Iqr 
his head. lie n plied with two shots 
from his revolver, although it being yet 
before daybreak he could only tire in the 
direction of the tiash which preceded tho 
previous report*. 

There are iu the mine seven English- 
apealdn^ Swedes. They objected to the 
other mmers onittiBg work, statins that 
they were wiUmg to ranain at won and 
abide by the consequences. However, 
they were overruled and left. About U 
o'clock a crowd of from 150 to 160 men 
gartered ovar the mines and remained 
ihvm all day. Toward nightfall they 
left in tha dixeotton of McDonald Station 
and tha report then was stai ted that the 
Rand mhica and Robbins company store 
were to be Lumed. Qiief Deputy Sher- 
iff Lowery telegraphed the depnty sher- 
iffs at McDonald and they reported there 
was little danger that any attempt will 
be made to carry out the threat. 

Fearing tronble, Mr. Frank Arm- 
strong, owner of a mine near Bridge* 
ville, ordered hia men to qnit work at 
noon, and the mules were driven into 
the fields. He has decided to make no 
attempt to Btart tha miiia for aereral 
days. 

Considerable excitement was oc- 
casioned at 13ower Hill during tho day 
by the aimouncement that the anarchiste 
would raise a re<l tla;^ and declare for 
blot)d. AlKJut lo foreignei-s did apjH-ar 
with their tiag, but when thoy saw the 
• leputy sherifts, who were OB glMldi ttl^JT 
tumwl at once and fled. 
%A riotous demonstration occurred at 
Bridgeville, 12 Slavs entering the Foster 
groc-ery store and demanding guns and 
ammunition. Thoy were refiwed and 
then l)ecame boistei'ous and threatened 
to wreck the Store. A vihgan< e commit- 
tee comiK)6ed of somen, tully unnwl, 
])UrHiied the Slavs and arrebted three. 

Twenty two Sla\K in the Tom"s Kim 
district, who an- alleged to be coimectwl 
with the noliiiK at St<'en's mines, were 
arrested and are now in jail, charged 
with rioting. The mine itself, haa re- 
anmed and quiet prevails in that dis- 
trict. 

An attempt will be made to start a 
number of works. If no Oppoaition is 
met vrith the tronble for the present may 
be considered aa over. The Beadlings 
are well prepared for any attack that 
may be mwie.
